the school's ninety-acre tract, runs 
east and west to Moon lain road. 

Ii 
is good farming land and has 
orchards. A pretty little brook 
rims through it. 

The architect ore of tli" new 
building is colonial and the 
structure of brick. Ii recalls the 
general style of the old asylum 
building on Asylum Avenue. Isaac 
A. Allen, jr., luc . of Hartford, are 
tli.- architects. William A Boring,

architect TUe building- will be 
absolutely fireproof, baviog rein 
forced concieteon the exterior walls 

The roof will I I dark green. 

Covering concrete slabs called 
"nailende." The partitions will all 
be fireproof, and following the 
practice demanded l>y insuianee 
authorities, tli" doure. will be In 
stalled where required, The pillars 
will be paint el while. The work 

of the Hartford architect* is well 
known, while ilie consulting 
arohiteol Is said to have had much 
experience in Institutional work.

The general structural plan is of a 

large imposing three storied admin* 

istration building, wilh 280 feet 
frontage and forty feet depth. It has 
two wings of three stories ouch. Con 
nected with the south wing by a 
covered passage is a separate build 
ing containing the primary depart- 
ment. Similarly connected wilh the 
north wing are the heating plant, 
boilers, work shops and laundry, 
also in a separate building. An 
arcade in the rear connects the two 

buildings, enclosing two Inneroourta 
between Ibe two wings of the main 
building, which, separated by t lit* 
dining-room, make two grassed 

courts. The kilchen, also a separate 
building, is between the primary 

department and the boiler plant 
bnlldlng, making four structure! In 
all 
Beyond Ihe p«rte-Qoobere is (he 

main" administiative building 00 
the first door of which are a recep- 
tion room, the executive office*, 
library, eleven class rooms, a (dub 
room 'for girls I" the SOUtll, one lot- 
boys on the uoiih, ami locker looms, 
clolhes closrls and toilet facilities. 

A corridor runs the length of the 

building On either side of which are 
executive offices and class rooms. 
'The dining-room is in the oeofer ell 

Of the building to the rear of the 

main entrance and BCrOSS til ir 

ridor, and is eouneeied with the 

kitchen building behind it.

On the second floor aie fourteen 
classrooms, a study, a study-hall for 
girls, 0D8 for boys, a supervisor's 
room and a matron's room.

They are said to be e\|c>it enough 
to read the lips id' the screen aetois, 
and thus, to them, ilie movies are 
realistic St*fS performances. The 
children roar with laughter when 

shown oertaln motion picture*. 

The wonts that accompany the pic- 
ture (as spoken by the arlois) are 
the cause of the amusement . The 
assembly hall will seal 850. Above 

the kitchen are the women servants' 

quarters. 

The third Mooi of ilie administra- 
tion building lias on ils west side 

separate rooms foi the Infirmary, for 
boys and foi girls, and quarters for 

nursesand attendants. A diet kit- 
ehen is also provided. Then there 
will be an ail loom, Iwo small and 
one large sewing rooms, a room for 
the cooking class, besides extra spuce 
for Six Sleeping rooms fm either 
scholars or teachers. 

In the primary department build- 

liiH on the first lloor aie Ilie girls' 
dormitories, a room tOE the matron, 
a reception room, guest room and 



toilet and locker rooms. The same 
plan follows on the second lloor for 
the primary boys. It is expected 
to have a large sitl ing-room here.

In the basement of the boiler 

house are I he boiler and coal stor- 
age loom. On the first 0.001 is the 
laundry, a printing-room, varnish- 
ing-rooni and teachers' office. On 

the second Boor are the earpeoter, 

cabinetmakers' and " Sloyd" shops. 

" sioyd" is elemental carpentry as 

taught the little fellows. There are 
also six bed rooms for male servants. 
In addition to the Prese nt structures, 
plans for a gymnasium and a super 
intendent'n house have been drawn, 



Hampshire, Vermont and Connecti- 
cut, but principally from Connecti- 
cut.

which, as deaf-mutes, they were 
most tilted tO follow. Yet, because 
Of the name, (he American School 
at Hartford, it was fell necessary to 
lie near the city. The principal 
problem for the management was to 
sell its plant 00 Asylum Avenue, 
move out, buy another, acquire the 
money with which to do this, and 
keep the school going. The Hart 
foid Kite Ins. Co.'s offer of $250,- 

000, wilh two years In which to re- 
main in the Old property until the 
School could creei its now plant, 

was readily accepted, as all the 
troublesome points In connection 

with the move were covered. 

When the school was started in 
1817, federal aid was given it. As 

soon as the Hartford Fire Ins 
Co.'s offer was accepted, n became 
incumbent upon the school lo move 

To provide tin cessary aoOOffl 

modal ions for the piesenl pupil-, 
and to provide for future growth, the 
State appropriated $2/50,000. With 
$600,000 at command, plans were 
drawn that could have been rigidly 
followed at the time they Were 

executed. The building committee 

felt thai the new bud dug should be 
substantial, durable and reasonably 
attractive, and it was so planned. 
Willi only Iwo years to occupy its 
Old plant, it became incumbent 
upon the school to begin ils new 

building, although It was well 

appreciated that the time was 
inauspicious for building BeOAUSS 
of rising expenses in connection 

with building a modification of plans

And in pass- 
ing we feel impelled to say that a 
poster of so much pictorial beauty as 
this had deserved to have the effect 
intended. It presented in full color 
a mountain lake, with such fidelity 
that, though the picture was un- 
named, the term was instantly re- 
cognized by every one, who had 
seen the Bull-Frog Lake ou the 
Kearsage Pass, as that exquisite gem 
of the mountains. The recogniza- 
tion by these advertisers of the fact 
that the beauties of the Sierra are so 
great that they speak for themselves 
better than any imaginative or idea- 
lized picture is worth complimenting. 
We have had enough of the other 
kind." 

Note the praise in the words: " A 
poster of so much pictorial beauty," 
" It painted in full color with such 
fidelity," "worth complimenting," 
etc. What greater laudation can a 
critic give to a work of art like that 
picture, when he does not know the 
name of the artist ? The wizard of 
this lithographic coloring happens 
to be Charley LeClercq himself.

Leandre, in love with Geronte's 
daughter, Lucy, had been watting 
for an opportunity to get at Sgnarelle 
alone, and at last he is successful. 
Leandre tells Sgnarelle that Lucy's 
illness is merely a ruse. She bad af- 
fected it simply to prevent her mar- 
riage to tbe man her father bad 
forced upon her. Sgnarelle is bribed 



into taking Leandre, now disguised, 
along with him to see the patient. 
Leandre is presented as an assistant. 

The two lovers manage to escape. 
Sgnarelle is seized, but Leandre and 
Lucy appear on the scene and explain 
in time to prevent Sgnarelle from 
being arrested. 

Alex Rosen, as Sgnarelle, starred. 
The rest of the cast divided honors 
about equally. 

The real feature of the evening, 
however, proved to be the farce, 
" Nero and Seneca." It was a 
burlesque" upon Nero and his court, 
and dealt with them in a mock 
heroic vein. 

The first act showed Nero sitting 
in state, lyre in hand, invoking the 
Muse and praises at the same time. 
Seneca, gray-bearded, sitting beneath 
on one side, is ministering to Nero's 
jaded appetite for pleasure by sug- 
gesting different kinds. A dancer is 
called in, but she is dismissed. 
Another, Pyrrha, is called in. 
This time Seneca turns tipsy, and 
despite the fact that he is borne 
down by years, goes after her but 
fails in his mission. Nero's ire is 
roused and he condemns Seneca to 
prison. 

In tbe dungeon to which Seneca 
is consigned, are enacted several 
mirth-provoking incidents. First 
there is a ghost, then a dancing 
skeleton. Finally a tiger of Nero's 
enters. Seneca however succeeded in 
appeasing the tiger and escapes. 
In the third act, Seneca overthrows 
Nero and ascends the throne. 

The play was an original far

"I used to grieve a great deal al 
my handicap But now I have 
overcome the obstacle. 

" Miss Helen Daly, also a teacher 
In Ihe Detroit School for the Deaf, 
taught me to dance. 

"I am employed as assistant 
manager in a restaurant. I have 
occasion to use the telephone every 
few minutes. People are amazed 
when I tell them I can't hear a 
sound. But it's Hue, nevcilhless. 
No one who is deaf should be de- 
pressed. Faith and hard work can 
oveicome anything. That's Wliat 
my teacher always taught me, anfl 
it's line."

December 4, 1920 —With out- 
going of the pupils' letters Wednes- 
day, went notification to their par- 
ents aud fiiends that the Christmas 
vacation of this school would begin 
December 17th. They were asked 
to designate the route the chijd is 
to go over, and to send to the 
child's teacher, not later than 
December 10th, the necessary 
money for railway fare. The vaca- 
tion will extend to January 3d, 
1921 

The past week a large amount of 
coal was stored in the boys' court- 
yard for use in the kitchen and 
bakery, taking the place of Natural 
(las, which the institution has been 
using for some years. The change 
is made because, by order of the 
Gas Company, which claims the 
product is giving out, all public 
utilities will be denied its use, es 
pecially in severe cold weather, iu 
order that private consumers may 
be supplied. The company is de- 
manding a higher price than it is 
getting now — thirty-five cents per 
1000 cubic feet. From sixty-five to 
seventy-five cents is demanded, and 
the city council has been fighting 
tiie scheme for some weeks, claiming 
that the supply is still abundant, 
that pipes have been plugged to 
cause a deficiency and scare the 
public iu to paying more rather 
than to be denied its use. A few 
yeaiS ago, the company urged and 
urged the people to use its product, 
claiming there was sufficient to last 
for yeais to come. Hence public 
service companies and private 
homes changed their find and heat* 
ing apparatuses at great expense to 
secure the advantages natural gas 
affords, and now they are told the 
gas is giving out, and will be ex- 
hausted iu a few years, unless there 
is less waste in its use, and oue 
reason given for the latter point is 
to raise the pi ice. It is claimed by 
some that the company is merely 
after a higher profit of the profiteer 
variety Unless council and the 
company come to some agreement 
soon, when a real cold snap sets in 

private homes, depending entirely 

upon gas for heating, lighting and 
cooking, will have to suffer, as was 
the case at times last winter — no 
warmth, no cooking, no lights ex- 
cept candles for the latter, which 
Ihe writer several times had to use.

The teachers at their monthly 

meeting, Wednesday afternoon, 
enjoyed first-hand Information con 
cerning present-day conditions in 
Russia, by one who saw with his 
own eyes how malteisare theie, and 
who but recently returned to this 
city from there, where he was in the 
service of the Red Cross at the con 
elusion of the armistice and during 
the war, spoke here oncel — Major 
Snivoloy. Regarding his address, 
Thr Chronicle says : 

Wo have every confidence that Dr 

Snivcley told the absolute truth as 

he saw it. Ho thinks Bolshevism is 
ci uel in the extreme and absolutely 
heartless. Hundreds and thousands 
Ol fine people in Russia have been 
murdered simply because they were 
well educated and therefore under 
suspicion as being opposed to Bol- 
shevism. 

Bolsh visin appears to feed upon 
the ignorance and fear of the people 
He thinks that not more than oue 
out Of twenty of the Russians are 
really In favor of Bolshevism, and 
these are found iu the cities. They 
got control of the armament, muni 
(ions, war equipment Of all kinds 
and the food supples. With these 
they terrorise the rest of the country 

and forOi liieni to submission The 
country people are densely ignorant 
and do not lake any interest, al- 
though at heart they would prefer 
the return of the c/.ar, even though 
the c/.ar were a defil. 

The cold, hunger, starvation, 
nakedness, dirt, filth, lice and sick- 
ness in that country, is beyond ima- 
gination. It caiiuoi be told and 
must be seen to be believed. 

Bolshevism has destroyed the 
church, religion, and the home. 



It now proposes to abolish money, 
on January 1st, which will make 
the people more subservient to their 
rule than they have been, because 
every bite they eat they must beg 
ftom their masters, aud every article 
of clothing they wear must be given 
to them by the Bolshevik authorities. 

When we contemplate this awful 
condition in comparison with our 
own country, where the people are 
well fed, clothed, and warmed, we 
ought to tie very thankful. At the 
same time we should feel a deep 
sense of pity for tho unfortunate 
people of Russia, once a gieat and 
powerful country.
